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PROVES GROWTH 


Completed Assessment Roll 
Shows Large Increase in 
Valuation During the 
Past Year. 


Assessment figures for the current 
year have been completed by City Re¬ 
corder Madden, August 1, being the 
official date for the windup of the work. 
The total assessed valuation furnishes 
an interesting commentary on the 
growth of the city and on the amount 
of building and other improvements 
during the past year. 

As compiled by Mr. Madden the total 
assessed valuation of Sierra Madre is 
close to $950,000. The total shown by 
last year’s assessment roll was $650,000, 
the increase being practically 50 per 
cent for the year. A large part of this 
increase must be credited to building 
and other permanent improvements. 
However, there has been a general 
equalizing of values throughout the 
city to something like the relative 
market values. Under the old county 
assessment lots which were held on the 
market at $1,500 were assessed below 
$100. Under the present assessment 
burdens will he equalized and placed 
more nearly where they belong.

Swim¬ 
ming in the bay where the water is 
usually as smooth as in a plunge, boat¬ 
ing, fishing, golf, tennis and tramps 
over the hills are all within easy reach. 
If one wishes a vacation with plenty of 
exercise and social life it would be 
difficult to find a more suitable place 
than Avalon. The evening concerts 
and dances attract big crowds. Every¬ 
body seems bent on having a good 
time at every hour of the day. 

Most of the editorial party enjoyed a 
mild imitation of the stunt of standing 
on their heads while looking through 
the glass bottomed boats at the wonders 
of the marine gardens. The experience 
is a novel one and to a person not 
familiar with marine life would be 
wonderful indeed.

NO MORE DUST 


Business Men Along Baldwin 
Avenue Welcome Com¬ 
pletion of the 
Oiling. 


At last Sierra Madre has an oiled 
street through the business section of 
town. The second coat of oil has been 
put on Baldwin avenue and within a 
few days the tamping and rolling will 
have been completed and the top dress¬ 
ing of gravel spread on the surface. 
The avenue presented some hard prob¬ 
lems in grading and the result secured 
is decidedly pleasing when this fact is 
considered. 

Work on Central avenue now waits 
upon the sweet will of the Pacific 
Electric company. When the tracks 
are brought to grade the grading and 
oiling will be pushed as fast as pos¬ 
sible. 

There seems to be sone misapprehen¬ 
sion regarding the streets where work 
has been completed by the contractors. 
Because the surface is soft and makes 
rather hard pulling for heavy loads 
some people have been inclined to re¬ 
gard the work as poorly done. It is 
only fair to the Davisson company to 
say that the work should not be judged 
by the softness of the pavement at this 
time. Hot weather softens oiled roads 
of any kind and the streets recently 
completed have not had a chance to get 
into their normal condition as yet. 
Next spring will be the time to judge 
the quality of the work in that respect. 
By that time the surface will be more 
like asphalt than anything else. The 
Sierra Madre soil is without a peer in 
adaptability for the oiling process. 
The peculiar combination of decom¬ 
posed granite and fine soil are ideal for 
road making.

Senior Senator from Iowa Was Nestor 
of the Senate and Revered by 
Iowans Everywhere. 


Allison of Iowa, which occurred Tues¬ 
day afternoon, removed one of the 
greatest statesmen of the time. Iowans, 
whether at home or in distant states, 
have always felt a peculiar pride in the 
career of Senator Allison. His record 
in the senate has been without parallel 
in length of service and in work 
actually accomplished. It is said that 
he has actually secured the passage of 
more legislation of importance through 
the senate than any other one man. He 
possessed a peculiar faculty for bring¬ 
ing opposing factions together and get¬ 
ting results when all others had failed. 

Probably not less than half a dozen 
times was Senator Allison offered cabi¬ 
net positions, usually the treasury 
portfolio. No taint of corruption was 
ever attributed to him. After thirty- 
five years in the senate and half a 
century in public life he died a poor 
man, dependent mainlv upon his salarv

He can resign as governor 
and let the lieutenant governor, who 
belongs to him, appoint him to the 
place. He can call a special session of 
the legislature at a cost of $20,000 to 
elect someone for the remainder of the 
term. Or he can appoint someone else, 
preferably a man who could not pos¬ 
sibly figure in a contest before the legis¬ 
lature, and then trust his fortunes to 
the tender mercies of the solons when 
they meet in regular session. Depend 
upon it, Cummins will choose the 
method which looks most promising to 
his own interests. 

The removal of Senator Allison from 
the senate opens up interesting possi¬ 
bilities as to the leadership of that 
body. While he was not the active 
leader, no senator was more influential 
and it will take the combined ability of 
several younger men to fill his place.
